BEAVER ISLAND, April 20,1851. 


3/r. Booth :—The newly organized king- 


dom of the Saints, baa just been the scene of 
considerable excitement. 
After the crown- 


ing of King Strang, the Saints considered 
themselves no longer amenable to Gentile 
lawa or Gentile authority. Hence, daring 
the winter, the Gentilei bad to submit to the 
authority of the King. The whipping-post 
was established, insomuch that for misdemean- 
ors men received from SO to 50 lashes, well 
laid on the bare back, with blue beeches.— 
Mormon laws appeared to prevail over all op- 
position. And the Saints boldly avowed that 
they were no longer to submit to be called 
d • d Mormons, or thieves—nor in any oth- 
er way submit to insult 
Tho determined 


spirit in which this appeared to be given out, 
accompanied with the administration of the 
blue-beech law, struck terror to the minds of 
many of the Gentiles, insomuch that many of 
them, wbo inwardly despised the King, tacitly 
submitted to his authority. 
Others, late in 


tbe fall, left the Island thro* fear. This was 
the situation of things hero late last fall, and 
during the winter. But early this spring, 
came tb« Sheriff from Mackinaw, with a 
Urge number of writs, some for threats, some 
for whipping, some for one thing, and some 
for another. Among tbe number was one for 
the King. BatloJ and behold 1 on the night 
of tbe Sheriff's arrival, the Prophet, with 
some ten of bis warriors, disappeared. Shortly 
after, however, they were heard from on Lit- 
tle Beaver Island, ten miles distant. The sher- 
iff immediately gave chase, with some 30 In- 
dians. He cane upon them in tbe dead bout 
of the night; but Mr. Prophet not choosing to 
risk an encounter with the Sheriff, immediate- 
ly fled, and to such baste, that he left many 
articles of use, among which was one of tbe 
King's boats, the General in-chief'a big War 
Cane, blankets, &c. The Sheriff not thinking 
a long pursuit necessary, was content with 
taking their boat, and all of their provisiops, 
leaving them, as be supposed, entirely in his 
power. So he left for Big Beaver Island, in- 
tending to return soon and take them, 


But tbe King was more wise and shrewd 


than tbe Sheriff bad given htm credit for.— 
He had another boat secreted in another 
place, in which he made good his retreat. So 
the Sheriff, after making some 15 or 20 ar- 
rests, started for Mackinaw, witb about fifteen 
prisoners, and twenty or thirty witnesses. 


Arrived at Mackinaw—groat excitement 


there—the prisoners were tried before Justice 
O'Malley—the County Representative is their 
counsel, backed by tbe District Attorney.— 
But O'Malley found them guilty, and bound 
them over to Court in heavy bonds. Tbe 
wealthy citizens of Mackinaw come forward 
and bailed them out, all except five, wbo re- 
fused to give bail Bat BOW, one got out a 
writ otkabtai corpus, and they were brought 
up before Mr. Chapman. They made good 
their cause, and are now all oet of jail and 
free. But another boor has elapsed, and an- 
other warrant is out 
Tho Sheriff refuse* to 


serve it-—and so matters stand. It is oar 
opinion that if be should serve it, the Mor- 
mons would be found guilty before O'MftUey, 
but would be discharged by Chapman, on a 
writ of ieosos corpus. 


But tbe boat comes, and soon all the Saints 


will be on their return home, * * *

In the United Service Museum, • London,
